By The Associated Press.—President 
Harding wns beyond American boun- 
daries Friday enjoying life at sea' 
in comfortable cabius and on the 
decks of the- marine transport Hen- 
derson. He left Tacoma, Washinsrton 
Thursday, accompanied by Mrs. Hard- 
ing nnd members of his Alaskan par- 
ty, amid the snlutes of naval crnft 
in Tacoma and Seattle waters. Es- 
corting the Henderson arc- two Ameri- 
can destroyers, the Hull and the Cor- 
ry, equipped with depth finders and 
commanded by officers whp recent- 
ly made- charts of the Pacific shore 
water depths. 


The attendance of the destroyers 
is due merely to the extraordinary 
precautions of nnv«l authorities to 
surround the- president with every 
possible safety during the voyage.

Text of Letter to President 


It was us follows: 
"GarefW oonEiderntlon has been 
given to your letter of June 18 by thc" 
undersipncd directors of the .Ameri- 
can Iron and Steel institute, com- 
prising all of those whoso attend- 
ance conlrt be secured at this time. 


"Undoubtedly tbore is a strong 


sentiment throughout the country in 
favor of eliminating the twelve hour 
day, 
and this we do not underesti- 


mate. On account of this sentiment, 
and especially because it is in ac- 
cordance with your own expressed 
views, we arp> determined to exert 
every effort at our command to se- 
cure in the Iron and steel industry 
of this country a total abolition of the 
twelve hour day at the f-arlies'£ time 
practicable. 


"Can't Make Change Overnight." 


"This moans the employment of 


large numbers 
of workmen on an 


right hour basis and all others on a 
basis of ten hours or less. Without an 
unjustifiable interruption to opera- 
tions the change cannot be effected 
overnight." It will Involve many ad- 
justments, Romn of them complicat. 
ed and difficult, but we think it 
can be brought about without un- 
due delay, if, as you state it, 'there 
is a surplus of labor available.' " 


"The iron and steel manufacturers 


generally of tho United States.' ont-

Hardlng's Letter to Oary 


President Harding's letter, written 


on Juno 18, had followed the- public 
report of the Iron and Steel institute 
of its investigation of the twelve 
hour day in the steel industry. Presi- 
dent Harding at that time wrote Mr. 
Gary as follows: 
"I have now had an opportunity of 


reading the full report of the com- 
mittee of the Iron and Stc-cl Insti- 
tute on the question of the abolition 
of the twelve hour day In the steel 
industry. As I have st.atod before, 
I am, of course disappointed that no 
conclusive arrangement was proposed 
for determination of what must he 
manifestly accepted as a practice that 
should br- obsolete in American indus- 
try.

rfHE disarmament division of the League of 
1 Kations announces the perfection of a pro- 
pram upon which it proposes to proceed with 
negotiations for international disarmament, 
just at this moment the press of England and 
France recognizes that there exists between 
these two countries a race for aerial supremacy. 
Indeed so substantial is this rivalry that it is the 
most talked of thing in the'politics of the two 
countries. It recalls the old rivalries in ships 
and arms which preceded the world war, and it 
accentuates in an emphatic way the extent to 
which world peace is dependent upon some per- 
manent adjustment of the European situation. 


France's military establishment, land and 


sea and air, is justified in that country by 
French fear of resuscitated Geftnany. 
French 


.supremacy over her late enemy must be main- 
tained, according to prevailing French policy. 


But England -sees other possibilities in 


France's predominating war strength. Air- 
ships built upon the German pretext could lay 
London waste on short notice. 
That is the 


British view, stressed by the fact that the Brit- 
ish government is out of sorts with French in- 
ternational policy. It may become the view of 
other nations. For obviously air-ships built to 
fight Germany would be quite as effective in 
fighting any other country. 


America takes small account of all this. 


Even the economic disadvantages which we suf- 
fer from prolongation of the European disorder 
have not deeply impressed us as a people. Con- 
fronted by a wheat surplus for lack of Eur- 
opean markets, our farmers talk of storing 
part of the crop and of stimulating bread sales. 
They say nothing at all of reopening the mar- 
kets of Europe. Our president's proposal to 
enter the world court is met with reservations 
that smother the idea. American radicals deny 
any justification of a sense of nationality, yet 
they use that sense of nationality, which they 
call sovereignty, to defeat international coop- 
eration for peace. Obviously, the whole peace 
movement is being sand-bagged, under false 
pretenses, because these people will accept only 
the international cooperation of the proletari- 
ate. 


Meanwhile the world is building toward 


another war. The last one shook the founda- 
tions of civilization. After the next one, the 
deluge. 


Readers have noted the stand which Presi- 


dent Harding has taken regarding another pos- 
sible war. It is recalled that we conscripted 
soldiers and sailors in the last conflict. In ad- 
dition, some citizens wanted capital conscript- 
ed, while others wanted labor conscripted. Both 
capital and labor objected to being conscripted,; 
which was quite natural. .President Harding 
says that if another war is forced upon "us ev- 
erything should be conscripted—fighting men, 
materials, capital and labor. 
This would not 


be fair were capital to bring on the war, or were 
labor to bring it about But if it were to be an 
inevitable war, to avert which all classes had 
done their utmost, universal conscription would 
be the fair solution. And the president's pro- 
posal has itsjmerits, because if it could be 
known in advance that not only soldiers, but 
capital and labor would be conscripted in case 
°f war, capita] and labor would have equally 
selfish reasons for opposing war. 


And so we say that this matter of establish- 


ing permanent peace is the problem of both lab- 
or and capital. It is a common problem of all 
humanity. And so long as we permit politi- 
c'ans to array one class against another be- 
cause one or the other of them can not dominate 
tne peace movement, we are in fact arraying 
these classes against each other for their own 
»utual destruction. 


Yesterday 


{INGLE SAM was 147 years old "Wednesday, 


dating from the signing of the Declaration 


°f Independence in 1776. In these 147 years, 
the red-white-and-blue orators have said about 
everything possible on the subject. 


But as the years slip by, the fact that 


stands forth most indelibly about the Glorious 
fourth is that the men who engineered the 
Declaration of Independence and later framed 


the Constitution which, with the Ten Command- 
ments, is the basis of our laws, had remarkable 
vision. Lawyers frequently comment that it 
i& almost.uncanny, how the Constitution makers 
were .able to see into the future and anticipate 
so many phases of modern life. The things they 
overlooked were relatively few, and can be cor- 
rected by amendment. The Declaration of In- 
dependence was the father of the Constitution 
of the United States. 


We began getting our independence back on 


July 4, 1776. ' The job isn't finished yet. 
But 


you cast your mind's eye out over the troubled 
world and you wouldn't trade places with the 
people of any other country. 


Fourth of July has changed a lot in the 


way we observe it. Firecrackers have been ban- 
ned in most communities. That saves many 
lives. It indicates that in at least this one way 
we're becoming more sensible. Toy cannons are 
barred. 
It is the things that symbolize war 
that we are dropping from our celebrations. 
Perhaps this has important significance. 


Your Destiny 


TACK SLATTERY, Harvard baseball coach, 
j says: "If I was a young man starting out in 
life, I would work my way through college and 
enter the wool business." 


There is no way of settling the bet, but 


we'd wager that, if Jack had his life to live over 
again, he'd "wind up as Harvard baseball coach. 
The lures or circumstances that originally kept 
him from entering the wool business would 
again gravitate him to baseball. So with the 
rest of us. If we had our lives to live over 
again, the end of the road would find us where 
we are now. It is futile to talk of how we'd 
profit by what we have learned, for that is 
dealing with the impossible. Turning the clock 
back and restoring our youth would not give us 
clairvoyant power of peering into the future. 


Many roads are open to us in youth. But 


as we get older we settle into one rut. 
At- 35 


the average man has a fairly clear idea of what 
he is going to do for the rest of his earthly days. 
By the time we reach 50, we begin realizing that 
our careers are the result of two things—an ex- 
pression of our real selves and, secondly, cir- 
cumstances over which we have no control. If 
we could live our lives over again, it is reason- 
ably plausible that our real selves would not 
express themselves differently, and that the out- 
side circumstances would be as far beyond our 
control as ever. O. Henry wrote a philosophical 
story along this line. He called it "Roads of 
Destiny."' A young man, striking out into the 
world, came to a triple fork in the road. The 
story showed what happened after he took the 
first fork, then the second, and finally the third. 
On each road he led a different life. But the 
wind-up of his career was the same, on all three 
roads. 


All this, of course, is along the lines of 


oriental fatalism, the idea that we are puppets, 
creatures of chance. Many will claim that they 
do not believe in fatalism—and a moment later 
be lamenting their "bad luck" or rejoicing at 
their "good luck."

hit by the war and the resultant fin- 
ancial distress. Marriage among hum- 
bler folks all over Kurupe has in- 
creased under the distress, but not 
so with the leaders of fashion. 


June, the monr.b. ol weddings, has 


not produced the huge number of 
society weddings which always char- 
acterized the month in pro-war days. 
This is especially noticeable in cen- 
tral Europe. Fashionable churches,

of n. synthetic composition produced 
l>y Minnesota lumber interests show it 
possesses many qualities making it 
available for structural purposes. 


The experiments are h;ised on some. 


w'har. tho yamc principle as that em- 
ployed in the manufacture of paper 
from pulp. 
In the process not only 


the trunks and 
branches of young 


trees, but the leaves and smaller parts 
as well are ground up and mixed with 
other substances, virtually eliminat- 
ing waste. 
The resulting compound 


is cajinble of being; moulded into sixes 
and shapes of almost any description 
needed in building. 


Officials of the Lumber Manufac- 


rurec-rs' association declare that if a 
prartiral method of this sort can be 
perfected, the result may bo to rev- 
olutionize the- entire lumber industry.

REFRESHING

"To remember a good dinner Is to 


remember a good" salad," some one 
has said. 


What are the qualities which go 


to the milting of such H salad? 
One 


rule Is that all the salad plants or 
vegetables used must be crisp, fresh 
and cold. 


For a dinner salad a French dress- 


ing should be used, never a 'mayon- 
naise, unless it be a simple dinner and 
the salad is to be served as a separate 
course. 
A salad of cucumbers, to- 


matoes or plain lettuce is much more 
appetizing If served with the meat or 
fish. 


Probably all salads Jepend more 


on the seasonings than on anything 
else. 
Three measures of oil and one 


measure of vinegar or lemon juice 
is a good proportion for the average 
taste. 
For seasonings, erflt, pepper, 


mustard, paprika, sugar and a little 
onion if the dressing- is to be used 
on vegetables or plain salad plants. 
A clove Or bean of garlic left in the 
dressing for several hours and 
re- 


moved before the dressing ia served 
gives a flavor much to be desired.

Fruit Suggestions

For fruit salads omit trie onion and 


mustard. 
Very good combinations of 


fruit and vegetables may be made, 
such as tomatoes and pineapple, pep- 
pers and grapefruit, cel>iy and apple, 
penches and beets.

Panorama 
of Chicago from 


Dunes of Indiana to North 
Illinois Woods Under Way 
CHICAGO — A two hundred and 


fifty mile trip through the sand dunes 
of Indiana, the Calumet lake region 
and the woods of Illinois, made pos- 
sible to the Chicagoan unable to do 
more than take a street car trtp^ to a 
museum—that.Is the aim of. Frank 
M. Woodruff,,curator of the Free Na- 


tional History Museum in Lincoln 
park. He will accomplish his purpose 
by setting up an ethnological grou.p in 
the museum which, when completed, 
will be 2fl4 feet long, represent nine 
years effort and be a panorama' of 
Chicago's environs from Miller, In- 
diana, In the dune region, to the north 
woods above the city, a stretch of 
250 miles. The work has gone on for 
four years already, and will take five 
years more to complete. 
' 


A part of the work requiring much 


time Is the photographic backgrounds. 
These Mr. Woodruff prepared himself, 
and he has blended them into a nat- 
ural setting which makes the exhibit 
appear to be a scene picked from na- 
ture. The picture forming the back- 
ground of one group, 96 feet long by 
10 feet high, is the largest photograph 
ever made and is composed of a num- 


ber of pictures enlarged from eight 
by ten inch plates to pictures eleven 
and one-half feet by ten feet, all cut, 
trimmed and Joined together so that 
they appear to be one continuous na- 
ture view. 


Typical of the care being taken in 
the preparation of the exhibit, in the 
group now being constructed Is a 
tree, each of its thousand or more 
leaves a separate detail. Months will 
be required, Mr. Woodr»ff estimated, 
to complete the work on the tree 
alone. 


In the foreground will be placed 
animals native of the region before 
civilization drove them into other re- 
treats. A herd of bison will graze on 
a hilltop. Foxes, rabbits, birds and 
even reptiles will be placed in nat- 
ural poses to complete

missioner, It is generally felt that his 
acceptance will' be but a matter of 
time. 


The 
announcement 
that Gov. 


Elaine had offered., the position to 
Sachtjen 
has 
brought considerable 


comment. Sachtjen was the wet lead- 
er of the assembly during the ses- 
sion that just ended. 


It Is claimed here that about 75 
percent of the wets want Sachtjen to 
take the job while about 75 perco-nt 
of drys are opposed to his becoming 
state dry enforcer. 


Arguments for and against Sacht- 


jen revolve around tho question as 
to whether a wot or a dry makes 
the most competent liquor law en- 
forcement official. 


Drys contend that tho man to 


have charge of enforcing the liquor 
laws should be one in sympathy with. 
the dry movement. Such a man they 
eay, would have no 
sympathy 
for 


anyone.who insisted in consuming or 
dealing in forbidden wet goods. 


On the other hand, wets contend 


that a man who knows tho habits of 
liquor consumers can cope with the 
prohibition situation with the least 
•amount of friction. 


The record of W. Stanley Smith, a 


liberal, fis prohibition commissioner, 
js pointed out by tho wets to prove 
their contention that the best of en- 
forcement can be obtained whr-n the 
onforcers are not radical drys. In a 
report issxicd recently the federal pro- 
hibition department announced that 
some of the br-st cooperation it has 
received in the suppression of the li- 
quor traffic has been in Wiscon- 
sin. 


One of the big prohibition issues 


in the legislature- was tho proposer! 
exemption, of homes from search and 
seizure unless there was proof that 
liquor was being sold. This measure 
was fathered by Sachtjen and was 
backed by the governor. 


Although the bill was defeated In 
the legislature there was no advocacy 
of a system of penr-ral search of 
homes but the measure was fought 
mainly on the isst»e that it would 
give moonshiners a better chance to 
operate. 


Should Sachtjen take tho position 


it is believed that home would not be 
molested except where evidence show- 
ed that thr-re was a commercial use 
of forbidden beverages. 
ALASKA REINDEER 


HERDS INCREASING 


The federal government imported, 


In 1S92, SO reindeer from Siberia to 
introduce into Alaska. 
They were 


Intended to take the place of the 
depleted wild game of the territory, 
but now reindeer 
has 
become an 


economic factor In the development of 
Alaska. To the natives the reindeer 
symbolizes food, clothing-, shelter and 
a means of transportation. 
With the aid of the white man, 


there Is being developed the reindeer 
Industry, the most tangible evidence 
of which Is found, perhaps, in the 
fact that reindeer meat can now be 
purchased In many of the larger cities 
of the Pacific coast. It was principal- 
ly to make the markets of the United 
Btat.es 
more accessible to Alaskan 
reindeer men that the government es- 
tablished the large herd in the Broad 
Pass country. 


Meat chilling plants are being con- 


structed at various points In Alaska, 
including Cant well 
Station in 
the 


Broad Pass district, so that herds may 
be driven to these plants where a por- 
tion of the male animals will 
be 
slaughtered, the meat prepared for 
shipment, and carried to the states in 
refrigerator boats.

SENT TO CONGRESS

Appeals for ^Legislation from 


Wisconsin Cover a Wide 


Range of Subjects 


WASHINGTON.—Two resolutions 


received Friday by 
Vice 
President 


Cooliiijje from the legislature, of Wis- 
consin for presentation to the senate 
when it meets in December brought 
the total submitted to him by t'hut 
state to twenty, of which nineteen 
propose amendment of the constitu- 
tion or enactment of federal laws. 
Those received Friday, advocated a 
soldiers' compensation act and urged 
congress to prohibit the drafting of 
troops for military service abroad. 


The resolution not seeking enact- 


ment of federal legislation extended 
the congratulations of the legisla- 
ture to Senator La Follette on his re- 
election "by an 
overwhelming 
and 


unprecedented vote and reaffirming 
faith, in his leadership in cause of 
real democracy and human progress." 


The laws proposed by the legisla- 


ture in its resolutions would requiro 
shipments of coal to be accompanied 
by statements showing quality, and 
call for repeal of the secrecy "clause 
on the fc-der-al income tax law, a vig- 
orous forestry policy, popular elec- 
tion of federal judges for terms not 
exceeding ten years, the assembling 
of congress on January 1 after each 
congressional election, repeal of the 
Esch-Oummins 
railroad 
act, re- 


enactment of the 1018 surtaxes on 
Large incomes and thf inheritance and 


excess profits taxes of that year, 
they also would provide for a Great 
Lakes to the St. Lawrence water- 
way, government ownership and op- 
eration of coal mines, celebration or 
the 150th anniversary of tbP> signing 
of the declaration of Independence, 
a constitutional amendment permit- 
ting farmers and laborers to bargain 
collectively to advance their welfare, 
amnesty of all persons sentenced or 
indicted for violating war time laws 
and repeal of the espionage act. 


MEAT EATING INCREASES IN 


COUNTRIES OF FAR EAST 


MANILA.—The Far Bast, especially 


Japan, is eating more meat than in 
former years, according to D. A. Cam- 
eron and H. B. Powell, representatives 
of the Australian Meat Council at 
Sydney, who have come to the Phil- 
ippines to make an investigation with 


a view to increasing meat shipments 
to the archipelago. 
"There is a growing demand for 
meat in the Far Bast," saul Mr. Cam- 
eron. 
The Far Bast' countries can 


not supply this demand and we believe 
Australia is the logical source of sup- 
ply. 
We can furnish approximately 
50,000 tons of meat yearly. 
"Lean meats are sent from Austra- 


lia to the warmer countries, the fatter 
meats going to the colder ones. Not 
all countries want to buy the frozen 
meats. 
Java, for instance, likes to 


do her own killing, and Western Aus- 
tralia does a small trade with that 
country in live bullocks."

YOUNGEST PREMIERS 


New Prime Minister Had Rapid 


Political Rise; Task is 


Difficult One 


LONDON—There is a common Im- 
pression that the Rt. Hon. Stanley 
Baldwin is a rather young man to 
attain the Premiership of Great Brit- 
ain, but this is due to the few years 
service he has rendered in politics 
before attaining the highest position 
any subject of the king can hold.. 
Three living ex-Premiers reached the 
distinguished post at an earlier age 
than Mr. Baldwin, who is 56. 


Lord Rosebury was only 47 when 


he succeeded Gladstone. Lloyd George 
became Prime Minister at 53, Lord 
Balfour at 54, and H. H. Asquith at, 
56. Bonar Law was 64 when he took 
the task last October. 


His predecessors served much long- 


er in the House^if Commons before 
they were elected as Premiers than 
has Mr. Baldwin, who has been in 
parliament only 15 years and did not 
hold any government post until six 
years ago. Both Bonar Law and As- 
quith sat 22 years in the house be- 
fore "they became head of a govern- 
ment.
